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1 . This Office action is in response to the amendment filed 01/12/05. Claims 1-59, 
61 , 62, and 64-69 are pending. Claims 60 and 63 have been canceled. 

2. The replacement drawing sheet filed 01/12/05 has been accepted. 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1-3, 8, 9, 12-14, 17-20, 23, 40, 42-44, 46, 49-51, 55-59, 62, and 64-69 
are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 5,203,130 to 
Freelove. ' 

Sheet 2 of the drawing shows a temporary door jamb assembly guard having 
outer sections 80 transverse to a central section 61 . Either of legs 53, 54 can 
meet the door leg section depending on which side of the jamb one considers the 
outer side. Outer leg sections 80 are connected by curved nose transitions at 
approximately S and 71 , which are spaced from inner comers at approximately 
21 and 20. The guard can be made from soft resilient plastic (column 9, line 32), 
which inherently will allow the nose transition sections to flex to provide 
cushioning or shock absorption. Elements 84 undercurled cover tabs. 

5. Claims 4-7, 10, 11, 15, 16, 21, 22, 24, 25, 41, 45, 47, 48, 52-54, and 61 are 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
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rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims.
